Page’s troubles dated from divorce 
proceedings instituted by his wife in 
New York in 1907. She obtained the 
separation arid Page immediately be­ 
gan his attack on the justices, charg­ 
ing corruption. He called the house 
judiciary committee “ crooks” when 
they refused to intervene in the m at­ 
ter, and circulated a num ber of pam ­ 
phlets, which Justice Banard declar­ 
ed were libelous.
